Rennes, Sept. 11.—A state of calm 


prevails here. 
All the troops and 


gendarmes quartered in the 
town 


and its environs have left and the 
journalists and others interested in 
the trial have departed since Satur- 
day. The cafes, which for the last 
few weeks have been thronged with 
excited crowds, are deserted.

PLEADS FOR PACIFICATION. 


Paris, Sept. 11.—Commenting on 


the verdict in the Dreyfus case the 
Temps today says that all good citi- 
zens who have divided on the Drey- 
fus affair "agree in desiring that the 
judgment should reopen an era of 
peace and repose for France that is 
far from being incompatible with the 
judgment/' 


Continuing, the Temps says: 
"We have a strong belief that if 


the judges did not give Dreyfus the 
benefit of the doubt, they implied it 
in the admission of extenuating cir- 
cumstances. 
Considerations foreign 


to the affair, above all the improvi- 
dent utterances of ill-advised 
par- 


tisans of the revisionist campaign 
against the generals, are the cause 
of it. It i«, however, possible that 
Dreyfus may not lose this benefit. 
It would be enough for the chief of 
state to sign his pardon. This solu- 
tion would bring about the pacifica- 
tion of which France is in need." 


MENACED THE CONSULATE. 


Buda-Pesth, Sept. 11.—A crowd of 


several hundred people made a de- 
monstration last evening in front of 
the French consulate 
here. 
They 


were dispersed by the police and the 
approaches to the consulate were oc- 
cupied by policemen in order to pre- 
vent further demonstrations.

SOME QUESTION AS TO WHICH 


EXPEDITION IT WAS. 


Tiipoli, Sept. 11.—A courier who 


has ariivcct here reports that the 
French mission headed by Fr. Fou- 
leau and Major Lsmy has bsen an- 
nihilated. He says the mission was 
attacked by nn immense body of 
Tuaregs, who. after suffering terri- 
ble loss, killed rll tM" members of 
the mission by force of arms. 


On March 22, of this yeir, a de- 


spatch was transmitted from Algiers 
to Paris that a party of Tuaregs had 
attacked an European expedition on 
its way to Air, in the Sahara, killing 
100 men and capturing part of its 
en IT. van. It was said that the expe- 
dition attacked must have been the 
Foureau-Lainy mission, but on March 
23, official despatches reached Paris 
from Biskara, 214 miles southeast 
of Algiers, that the Foureau-Lamy 
expedition had arrived at Agaibes 
months earlier, and that it could not, 
therefore, have been this party that 
was killed by Tauregs.
